BUT FEW ESCAPED. 
H a z l e t o n , Pa., Feb. 
5.—Eighteen 
men in w atery graves m arks the result 
of the most aw ful mine horror th a t has 
ever occurred in this region. Jeanes­ 
ville, the pretty little m ining village 
of 
J. 
C. 
Hayden 
Sc 
Co., 
tw o 
miles 
across 
the 
m ountains 
from 
this place, is the scene of the dis­ 
aster which has resulted In such ap­ 
palling loss of life and which has 
brought desolation and anguish to so 
m any homes and dear ones. 
A t l l 
o’clock 
W ednesday 
m orning while 
Charles Boyle and Patrick Coll, of Lev- 
iston, were engaged in drilling a hole 
in their cham ber in the low er lift of No. 
I slope of J. C. Hayden & Co. at Jeanes­ 
ville they broke into the old No. 8 slope 
th at has been idle for five years and 
had been flooded to the mouth w ith 
water. 
\\ illiam Brisliu, a driver, was 
driving at the bottom of the slope, when 
he felt the wind coming and cried out: 
“ Boys, for God’s sake, run for your lives 
or we will all be drow ned.” In a mo­ 
m ent the force of w ater came and Bris- 
lin barely escaped w ith his life. 
Be­ 
sides him six others were saved. 
The w ater rose rapidly and before 
any attem pt could be made to rescue 
the rest of the workm en the w ater 
flowed in and in five m inutes the slope, 
which 
is 
624 
feet 
deep, 
was 
filled 
to 
the 
mouth, 
and 
eight­ 
een men 
who 
but 
a 
few hours 
before 
w ith 
light hearts left the 
bright sunshine and clear sky to ascend 
into the dark cavern of coal were buried 
in w atery graves and their lifeless 
bodies, blackened and 
maimed, are 
alone left to tell the terrible cost of 
mining coal. 
The news of the disaster created the 
wildest excitem ent, and the mouth of 
the slope was soon thronged w ith peo­ 
ple frantic in their efforts to obtain in­ 
formation of the inm ates of the mine. 
When 
all 
the 
men who escaped 
reached 
the 
surface 
and 
it w as 
known who the lost were the ex­ 
citem ent increased, and in less than 
half an hour hundreds of men, women 
and children gathered around the slope, 
and the terrible scenes of anguish th at 
ensued can not be 
depicted, 
wives 
imploring piteously 
of the 
m iners 
standing 
by 
who 
knew only too 
well the fatal result to save their 
husbands from the terrors of a w atery 
grave; 
little 
children 
crying 
for 
the father who would never return; 
relatives and friends w ringing their 
hands in sorrow and distress and ap­ 
pealing to a m erciful Providence to 
save all, when w ithiq each breast was 
the certain feeling th at their prayers 
would be unansw ered. The w eather, 
which w as bitterly cold, did not have 
any effect 
tow ard dim inishing the 
crowd, and it w as only after the terri­ 
ble result was made plain th at none of 
the intombed men were living or could 
possibly be reached until all th e w ater 
could be pumped out of the slope th a t 
the grief-stricken friends of the unfort­ 
unate men could be induced to go to 
their homes. 
The firm of Hayden Sc Co. w ill pomp 
the w ater out as rapidly as m achinery 
placed in position can do the work. 
How long it will take is a question, 
since no definite idea of the volume of 
w ater can be ascertained. 
Some of the 
m iners say it will take four weeks before 
the bodies can be reached, others say 
tw ice as long, since all the w ater th a t 
had collected in the abandoned No. 8 
slope will run into this lift of No. I 
slope, and will of course have to be 
pumped out. 
Mr. Brislin, one of the 
escaped m iners at the bottom of the 
slope, said to a reporter: 
“I was waiting at the bottom of the slope for 
a trip to come out. Suddenly I heard a loud 
noise, and I thought It was the trip coming out. 
Then a fearful blast of wind came and knocked 
me down the gangway. I cried out to James 
Griffiths. Then the wind blew his light out aa 
suddenly as it did mine. I tried to run forth# 
slope, but stumbled and fell. Then John Boyla 
and John Neems came running out. 
Neema’ 
lamp was burning, and through the aid of 
Neems’ light we got to the slope. The water 
came pouring after us as we ran. Wa got to 
the slope and then the light went out. We 
clambered up as fast as we could and the water 
came rushing arter us, rising very quickly. In 
Ave minutes the water rose 208 yards to the 
mouth of the slope, the pitch of which la 
elghty-three degrees.”

Many causes are advanced as to the 
cause of the disaster. 
Some charge it 
to

the accident occurred, is a new slope 
which was sunk from the bottom of a 
worked-out slope. 
The latter has been 
flooded for at least sixteen months, 
and only a few of the old m iners knew 
of the presence of th at great body of 
w ater, and many a tim e had the re­ 
m ark been made th at if the lower 
gangw ay w orkings were driven up too 
near a dreadful accident would be the 
result. 
None of the workmen had any 
idea th at the w orkings were driven as 
near to the w ater as they were. 


ANOTHER MINK HORROR. 
W ilk e s b a r r e , Pa., Feb. 5.— A nother 
terrible mine disaster occurred a t No. 
3 colliery of the Susquehanna Coal 
Company 
at 
Grand 
Tunnel, 
near 
W ilkesbarre, 
Wednesday 
afternoon. 
The cause was exactly sim ilar to the 
the horror ut Jeanesville in the m orn­ 
ing In an abandoned part of the mine, 
which was closed, was a great body of 
w ater held as if in a large tank. In the 
adjoining cham ber a num ber of m iners 
were blasting or loosening the coal. 
An unusually heavy charge was fired 
and it so thinned the wall that the heavy 
volume of w ater broke through and 
made a passagew ay for its rush as 
wide as the gangw ay itself. 
A scene of 
consternation 
ensued. 
Some 
of 
the m iners were given w arning and 
ran for their lives ahead of the rushing 
flood. 
Three men—John Riner. Mike 
Shelauk and W’illiam Cragle, ail mar­ 
ried and men of fam ily—did not hear 
the w arning in time and were closed in 
in their chambers. 
N othing has been 
seen of them since and it is thought 
that the w aters closed in on them and 
that they were drowned.

Shamokin, Pa., Feb. 5.—By an ex­ 
plosion of powder at Neilson colliery 
Wednesday afternoon John Dueeman, a 
miner, was killed and two Huns were 
so badly Injured that tfcey will die.

. A SHOCKING TRAGEDY. 
C la rk s, Neb., Feb. 5.—The entire 
community is aroused over the m urder 
Mrs. S. B. Cow ie*, wife of the presi- 
lh® Pacific Bank of this city. > 
The Cow Aes re sig n e e is situated on 
the outskirts of the town. 
The victim 
and her husband retired in an upper 
cham ber about m idnight w ith th eir 5- 
year-old child. Cowles w as aroused by a 
voice proceeding from the kitchen. Not 
suspecting the presence of burglars he 
arose in his night robe and started to as­ 
certain the cause. His wife begged him 
to desist. 
Soddenly as they w ere dis­ 
cussing the a d v is a b ly of searching 
the premises the cham ber door was 
violently kicked open 
and a buriy 
masked man w itll & revolver in b is 
hand sprang into the room. 
In an 
instant the heavy gun was brought 
down on Cowles’ head and he sank 
to th® floor unconscious. 
Seeing her 
husband struck down the frightened 
woman 
uttered 
several 
piercing 
shrieks. 
Neighbors 
heard 
three 
agonizing scream s 
em anating from 
the 
Cowles 
residence 
and 
all 
was 
quiet. 
A 
light 
was 
ob­ 
served in the cham ber occupied by the 
family, but before those aroused by the 
scream s arrived at the scene of the 
tragedy the lam p w as extinguished. 
An entrance was effected and three 
men rushed to the sleeping-room. 
In 
the doorway they stum bled over the fig­ 
ure of the banker. 
He w as covered 
w ith blood from a ghastly wound in the 
head. 
The form of the wife was lying 
across the foot of the bed. 
H er tongue 
extended from her mouth, her eyes were 
alm ost bursting from their sockets, and 
the im prints of finger-nails deep in her 
th ro at told the story of the crime. 
W ithin a foot of tb s m urdered woman 
lay her babe peacefully sleeping, not 
having 
been aroused by the dying 
struggles of the m other. 
Physicians 
were hastily summoned. 
All efforts to 
restore 
Mrs. Cowles were fruitless. 
Life had been effectually choked from 
her body, but the corpse was still 
warm , show ing th at the crime was 
com m itted only a few m inutes before. 
While a body of men scoured tha 
community in search of the perpetrator 
of the foul deed the body of the banker 
w as taken up and placed on the bed 
alongside th at of his wife. 
Then it 
w as discovered th at some life remained. 
After 
repeated efforts he w as re­ 
stored to consciousness. 
He described 
the m urderer as five feet eight inches 
high, well dressed and having je t black 
hair. 
The villain did not speak during 
the struggle, and as the period prior to 
Cowles being knocked senseless was so 
brief he had little opportunity to ob­ 
serve his assailant.

Investigation developed the fact that 
I robbery was the motive for the crime. 
; The house had been thoroughly ran­ 
sacked for valuables. 
So complete was 
•very 
receptacle 
supposed to con­ 
tain 
money 
searched 
that 
it 
is 
certain that more than one burglar 
figured In the crime, as tho time al­ 
lotted for the work after the screams 
of Mrs. Cowles were heard was ex- 
ceedingly brief. 
Not more than twenty 
minutes elapsed after the screams were 
heard before the neighbors burst open 
the front door to gain admittance. 
Fifty dollars was secured 
from the 
pockets 
of 
the 
banker 
and 
as 
much more from the drawer of the 
dresser. 
The jew elry case of Mrs. 
Cowles was taken. 
It contained a gold 
watch, diamond brooch-pin and a few 
minor articles of jew elry. 
The sum 
total of the booty obtained by the burg­ 
lars could not have been over 3800. The 
imprints of muddy feet could be ob­ 
served on all the carpets in the house. 
A panel of the kitchen door had been 
neatly removed, showing the work of 
experts. 
A quantity of silverware 
had been 
piled 
in 
the middle of 
the 
dining-room 
floor.

AFTON CREAMERY FLOURISHES. 


A H int to J a n e sv ille In th e H andling of 
M ilk. 


Janesville business men have triec 
several times to secure the location cf a 
creamery in this city. 
Each trial bas 
shown something to be lacking. 
It was 
to find where the trouble lay that The 
Gazette has secured figures on the cream­ 
ery in Afton. 
Afton’s creamery is a success. 
Bo 
say 
the 
patrons and stock­ 
holders after a year test. A year ago 
several meetings were held in Afton to 
discuss the feasibility «f a creamery on 
tbe plan of some of the factories near 
Elgin. 
William Brinkman proposed to 
the farmers that if they would pledge 
themselves to famish him the milk from 
about three hundred cows, he woald 
pay them the average price paid at Elgin 
from which they were to allow him four 
cents a pound for each pound of butter 
made. This proposition was accepted, 
’and Mr. Brinkman procured and set np a 
separator for dividing the cream from 
the milk, and staiied it about tbe first of 
last ->pnl. Other farmers kept fallmg 
into line until the road to the creamery 
was a veritable 
milky way. As cold 
weather came on there was quite a fall­ 
ing off in tbe amount of milk brought, 
but 
this 
has 
been 
reversed 
in 
the 
last 
few 
weeks 
and over 7,000 pounds of milk brought 
in a single day. 
There aru several far­ 
mers, each of whom bring three hun­ 
dred to,four hundred pounds a day. 
Most of the patrons con e every other 
day during the colt weather, some cern­ 
ing five and :— lite. They have their 
choice betwe?' Laking their milk back 
wh o separaitu, cr taking milk left from 
the iu d of the day before. 
Mr. Brinkman sells hts butter to New 
York firms. These wbo have U st.d n 
say that tbe process used produces oon- 
eiieratle more butter than any other 
way. 
Elgin prices have ranged from 
fourteen to twenty-nine oents a pound 
dating the time the creamery has b*en 
ranting here. This ii qlite lo* for El­ 
gin. 
Tbere seems to be general satis­ 
faction among tbe patrons. Ooe cf them 
who rni ks between fifteen and twenty 
cows says they will average him about 
$50 each by the en! cf a year. These 
are common cows with no grain feed. The 
outlook is quite promising fcr the sea­ 
son to oome.
